The N.C.-3, carrying Commander Towers, leader of the air 


expedition, is laggmj? behind, but passed the destroyer Craven, 
station number 18, at 5:45 a. m. 


A radio from the Craven said the N.C.-3 was going at terrific, 


speed, evidently trying to catch up. 


Flores is 320 miles from Ponta Delgada. It is esimatcd that 


the planes were hurtling thru the air at a speed approximating 95 
miles an hour. If that speed is maintained, navy officers esti- 
mated the planes, barring mishaps, should reach Ponta Delgada in 
less than three and a half hours.

PARIS — Germany's inclusion in 


the league of nations appeared vis- 
ibly nearer Saturday when It became 
known that allied leaders were con- 
sidering her membership in the In- 
ternational labor bureau. 


The labor bureau is an 
integral 


part of the league. The peace treaty 
specifically provides that members 
of the bureau shall bo tho present 
members of the league ot nations 
and those who become members la- 
ter. 
AHho the Germans probably 


will not be taken into tho bureau im- 
mediately, boeause of the hostile sen- 


timent in some allied Countries, it is 
-believed ia many 
quarters certain 


she will be included in both the bu- 
reau and the league very soon. 


When Premier Clemenceau 
gave 


out the reply to the Germans' labor 
note Wednesday, he later asked that 
it be held up until the committee o£ 
allied labor experts could consider 
"another question." 
It was too late 


to 
prevent 
publication, however. 


Then, when the committee met again 
It was discovered that the question to 
be discussed was whether It was pos- 
sible to take Germany Into the bu- 
reau at. this time. 
For the reason 


given, It wan decided to bo unfeas- 
ible, but It was decided to submit 


the findings reached at the

to the Germans for their adherence. 
Such adherence will be easily ob- 
tained, it is anticipated, in view of 
the Germans' own labor

tions. Thereafter, Germany's admis- 
sion to the bureau and league would 
be a matter of only a short time, 
it is expected.

Degrading the Uniform 


FREQUENTLY during the past few weeks there have ap- 
peared in the streets of many American cities men in uniform, 
who were Belling buttons, souvenirs, etc., and either hinting 
of saying openly that they were compelled to engage in such 
practices because they had no other means of getting money 
for which to pay for their meals and lodgings, says the Day- 
ton News. The following statement bearing upon the subject 
is issued by the Red Cross: 


"THE ARMY isn't coming home in rags and tatters. It isn't 
a public charge. Discharged soldiers don't have to beg or to 
peddle souvenirs for a living. 


"AMERICAN RED CROSS, Lake Division headquarters, has 
been asked by National Headquarters to warn the people of 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky against being taken in by these 
imposters. The American Red Cross in every town and mu- 
nicipality in the three states of the Lake Division is helping 
fhe man who comes home to take up again the life he left 
to enter the country's service. 


"RED 
CROSS Home Service workers are ready to help him 


get a job, and a good one. If he is in need of a little ready 
money, or if his family is suffering, the Red Cross is ready 
with a loan. If he is disabled, and cannot go back to the old 
fine of work, th* government will train him for something 
pise. It isn't necpssary for him to beg, or to sell post cards, 
buttons, or any kind of souvenirs. 


"MOST OF THE uniformed peddlers are fakers. They have 
no right to the uniform they are wearing. Many of them have 
never been inside an army camp. 'But it s fairly easy to fake 
a uniform and get easy money from the patriotic public. Don't 
encourage the man who commercializes his country's uni- 
form. 
Don't buy his wares" 


THE NEXT TIME you are stopped by one of these alleged sol- 
diers and importuned to buy a button, a post card or anything 
f^lse that he may be soiling, ask him where he served, and 
look carefully at the uniform h* is wearing. It is probable 
that if you begin to question him he will cease immediately 
to want any nf your money.
